It can be a sim¬ 
ple thing like helping someone with de¬ 
mentia to safely cross the road, allowing 
them to eat in your cafe, or helping them 
to find the right product in your store. 
Recognising and helping people suffering 
from dementia can make our local commu¬ 
nity an even better place to live.” 

Vicky Moss Crump from local company 
Cosmic and a member of the steering 
group gave a presentation on how HDAA 
is getting dementia awareness messages 
across through their website and social 
media accounts.

Council welcomes 
£1.17M pothole grant 

COUNTY Hall gave a reserved welcome to central 
government's £1.17million pothole grant to Som¬ 
erset. 

The grant itself was welcomed, but county 
council bosses say a greater, long-term invest¬ 
ment in road maintenance is required. 

The Department for Transport announced a na¬ 
tional Pothole Action Fund, and claims the money 
could be used to fill 22,000 potholes in Somerset 
alone. 

However, the county council says that rather 
than simply filling in potholes, it is much more 
cost effective - albeit more expensive initially - 
to make a permanent repair by cutting out and 
replacing the failing section of road with hot ma¬ 
terial. 

Councillor David Fothergill, SCC Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Highways, said: “We're a big rural county 
with more than 4,000 miles of road, and have 
seen our funding from government consistently 
reduced over recent years. 

“So whilst this one-off extra funding is very 
welcome, a greater ongoing level of investment 
from government in our basic structural mainte¬ 
nance programme would enable us to ensure 
fewer potholes appear in the first place. 

“We believe prevention is better than cure, and 
are committed to using a sound maintenance 
strategy to keep our roads safe. 

As a guide, potholes identified as safety defects 
will be repaired within 28 days, although more se¬ 
vere hazards in busier locations can be repaired 
within 24 hours.

From the editor's chair 

Are your councillors worth it? 



THERE’S been much in the news this past week 
about politicians’ finances following the leaked 
Panama Papers, a collection of documents cov¬ 
ering the tax-sensitive offshore business of 
world political leaders, including our Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron. 

The PM has taken a battering from the na¬ 
tional press, forcing him to reveal his income 
and tax returns for the past six years. Other 
party leaders are lining up to do likewise. 

There has been no suggestion that Cameron 
has acted illegally, but as a former PR man he 
has certainly handled his own affairs in a 
clumsy fashion. 

Cameron is not the first posh boy from a rich 
family to lead this country; perhaps he should 
not have tried so hard to be “one of us”, the av¬ 
erage “Joe”. He never was and never will be. 

There’s much more accountability and trans¬ 
parency in political life these days and that is to 
be welcomed. Even at local level, the remuner¬ 
ation that our elected representatives receive 
are published for all to see. 

Every member of our district and county 
councils receives a basic allowance. In the case 
of East Devon, each councillor receives £4,360 


and on Devon County Council the allowance is 
£9,997. So if you serve on both authorities, as a 
number do, they can take home £14,357. 

Those who have special responsibilities, such 
as a committee chairman, also receive a further 
payment and travel and subsistence sums are 
also paid out. 

Somerset councillors receive a little more. The 
majority of East Devon councillors just claim the 
basic allowance but if you make it to the top, 
earnings of £30,000-plus are achievable. 

In 2015 EDDC paid out nearly £400,000 in al¬ 
lowances and expenses to their members. You 
can judge whether this is money well spent. 

Those who serve on the council will no doubt 
argue that it’s a small price to pay for the 
amount of work they do and the hours they put 
in. 

I have some sympathy for this view; it’s a 
thankless task and, of course, it’s a job that 
someone has to do. And in most cases they do it 
well and with good grace. 

If you want to know what your local councillor 
receives, just Google “councillors’ allowances”.

Residents of both West Hill and Ottery St Mary 
parish are currently being consulted by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) on the future of the 
area and the boundary line of West Hill. 

The public meetings will take place on May 10th 
at The Institute in Ottery St Mary at 7pm, May 17th 
at West Hill Village Hall at 8pm and May 19th at 
Tipton St John Village Hall at 7pm. 


A NEW heritage project celebrating the land¬ 
scape, wildlife and history of the Colyton and 
Shute area will launch on Friday, April 22nd at 
Kilmington Village Hall. 

The project will be launched with a talk by Jill 
Butler of the Woodland Trust and Ancient Tree 
Forum, and Pete Youngman of East Devon Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). The event 
will be held from 7.30pm to 9.30pm 
The project is being funded by the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund with additional support from the East 
Devon AONB Partnership, Devon Wildlife Trust and 
the Axe Vale and District Conservation Society.

AXMINSTER 

Anger over footpath 
closures 

OUTRAGED town councillors in Axminster say 
there is one planning rule for ‘normal people' and 
one for developers. 

Their anger was sparked by the latest chapter 
in the controversial Cloakham Lawn footpath 
saga, and they want to know why no enforce¬ 
ment action has taken place. 

Bovis Homes has applied for a Footpath Diver¬ 
sion Order (FDO) of what is known as Footpath 
(FP) 80. 

A much-criticised temporary path is currently 
in place, and Axminster Town Council believes 
the original route was closed without Bovis 
Homes having obtained the relevant order. 

At a previous meeting, town councillor Paul 
Hayward publicly stated: “There is a process they 
should follow that could take up to 12 months, but 
by not doing it they have saved up to 12 months 
in time, and money." 

The matter arose again when town councillors 
discussed the new FDO being applied for. 

The discussion has resulted in an angry letter 
being sent to the chief executives of Devon 
County Council and East Devon District Council, 
Phil Norrey and Mark Williams respectively. 

A spokesperson for Bovis Homes said: “At this 
stage, we will not make any comment on the let¬ 
ter." 

DCC was invited to comment, but had not 
replied at the time of going to press. 

SIDMOUTH 

EDDC move back on 
as councillor says 
it's 'not good’ 

THE controversial topic of East Devon District 
Council's relocation from Sidmouth to Honiton 
was back on the agenda at a cabinet meeting last 
week, with a number of councillors imploring 
EDDC for more information on the move. 

One of the more vociferous voices on the issue 
was Sidmouth Town councillor, Cathy Gardner, 
who said it did ‘not look like a good deal' for the 
residents of East Devon. Cllr Gardner made her 
statement at the EDDC Cabinet meeting where 
councillors were being given an update on the 
progress of the planned relocation of EDDC's HQ. 

EDDC confirmed the move to Honiton's Heath- 
park Park will be delayed until February 2018. The 
three month delay is a precautionary measure in 
the possible event of legal challenges to any 
planning permission granted.

Schoolchildren choose 
playground designs 


PRIMARY school children in Honiton played de¬ 
signer for the day after they helped to choose 
the much needed and eagerly awaited improve¬ 
ments to two play areas in the town. 

The joint venture from East Devon District 
Council and Honiton Town Council worked 
closely to spend £46,850 on improvements to 
the play areas in the town. 

Just over £28,350 will be spent at the site be¬ 
tween the Bowling Green and Millers Way play¬ 
ing field and a further £18,500 at Langford 
Avenue. 

Funding for the play areas has come from Sec¬ 
tion 106 legal agreements (money developers 
pay as part of the planning application process) 
from housing built in the Honiton area. 

East Devon District Council chooses to involve 
the community in how it spends this money to 
ensure that it meets the needs of the commu¬ 
nity, and the town council decided that the two 
play areas were most in need of improvements. 

Children from Honiton and Littletown primary 
schools have been heavily involved in the 
process and have developed the design briefs as 
well as choosing what kind of equipment they 
wanted to see there. 

The children voted for the best play area design 
nearest to their schools in special assemblies. A 
total of 374 children at Littletown Primary voted 
on their favourite design for Bowling Green / 
Millers Way play area with 64 per cent choosing 
the winning design by HAGS SMP. 

And then children at Honiton Primary School 
voted on their favourite design for Langford Av-

enue, with the winning design by Wicksteed 
Playgrounds receiving more than 70 per cent of 
the votes. 

The designs have been ratified by Honiton 
Town Council and are now being signed off by 
EDDC. 

Cllr lain Chubb, East Devon District Council 
Cabinet Member for the Environment, said: “I 
would like to thank all the children and young 
people in the town who have given their views 
on the type of equipment they wanted and then 
voted on the resulting designs. 

“As the young people are the ones who use 
these play areas, we know how important it is 
that they get what they want. 

“As a council, we choose to involve the com¬ 
munity in spending this money, which the vast 
majority of other local authorities don’t. It's 
great that it is used to fund what the community 
really wants." 

A spokesman for Honiton Town Council said: 
“We are really pleased that two play parks in 
Honiton will be improved especially in Langford 
Avenue where the current facilities were very 
limited and we were really impressed with the 
designs that have been chosen by the children. 

“The equipment that will be put in these play 
parks is very exciting for both the younger and 
older children, as well as being inclusive for all and 
it is hoped that they will bring many happy hours 
of enjoyment." 


EDDC move delayed 
until February 2018 


EAST Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s relocation from Sidmouth 
to Honiton’s Heathpark has 
been delayed and the building 
won’t be ready until February 
2018 now. 

The news was announced at 
an East Devon District Council 
meeting, as Deputy Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Richard Cohen re¬ 
ported back to the Cabinet on 
the matters of EDDC leaving 
Sidmouth and splitting their 
services between Honiton and 
Exmouth. 

The three month delay is a 
precautionary measure in the 
possible event of legal chal¬ 
lenges to any grant of planning 
permission. 

However, the meeting wasn’t 
all smooth sailing for the 
Deputy Chief Executive as he 
was hit with a barrage of ques¬ 
tions over the move, with Sid¬ 
mouth Town councillor Cathy 
Gardner imploring EDDC for 
more information on the move. 

The move of the district 
council from Sidmouth to their 
new bases of operations has 
proved a contentious decision 
with Sidmouth residents decry¬ 
ing the move. 

EDDC agreed to sell The 
Knowle site to Pegasus Life 


Ltd for £7million, who plan to 
turn the area into a retirement 
complex. 

Cllr Gardner felt that the 
Knowle site had been under¬ 
sold and EDDC were spending 
too much on the new build in 
Honiton. 

Cllr Gardner added after the 
meeting: “I am very concerned 
that the sale of the Knowle site 
and relocation does not look 
like a good deal for residents of 
East Devon. 

“One can estimate that if 115 
apartments are built the devel¬ 
oper will net up to £45million. 

“Using the old ‘rule of thirds’ 
[people used to say that a de¬ 
velopment would be one-third 
land cost, one-third build costs

and one-third profit] this could 
mean build costs of say 
£15million. 

“That makes the sale price 
agreed by EDDC of around 
£7million look very low in¬ 
deed. 

“In fact, half of what the 
‘market value’ of the site really 
is. Councils are supposed to 
negotiate ‘overage agree¬ 
ments’ when they agree the 
sale price. 

“In this case EDDC agreed 
the price and then negotiated 
overage, and we are not al¬ 
lowed to know details of the 
agreement, despite the fact that 
this is our money. 

“It seems highly unlikely that 
the council can claw back any¬ 
where near enough in over¬ 
age.” 

An overage agreement is a 
clause, which protects the 
seller’s right to a share in the 
future value of the land or 
property. 

Deputy Chief Executive 
Richard Cohen confirmed that 
an overage agreement was in 
place and that if Pegasus were 
to see excess profits from their 
investment, EDDC would also 
receive some shares, on top of 
their original capital spend. 
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New discovery: Hitler’s pal was locked up in Seaton 


A NAZI who persuaded Adolf Hitler to resume his 
political career was briefly interned in Seaton, it has 
been revealed. 

Seaton Museum curator Ted Gosling said a re¬ 
searcher/historian in Northampton only recently 
discovered that Ernst Hanfstaengl - nicknamed 
Putzi - spent a brief period of time at the Warner 
camp for enemy aliens. 

TTie Harvard-educated Hanfstaengl, born in 1887, 
was appointed by Hitler to run the Nazi Party's for¬ 
eign press bureau in 1931. 

By then, Hanfstaengl had been part of Hitler's 
inner circle for about a decade, having persuaded 
Hitler to resume his political career after the future 
dictator came out of prison. 

His brief as foreign press bureau chief included to

arrange interviews with Hitler for the British press. 
But he didn’t share Hitler's radical political beliefs, 
which led to problems. 

After being warned in 1937 that Joseph Goebbels 
was part of a plot to kill him, Hanfstaengl left Ger¬ 
many, travelling to Switzerland before ending up in 
London. 

According to Mr Gosling's source, Northampton- 
based David Tolley, Hanfstaengl was interned at the 
outbreak of war. 

The time he spent at the Seaton camp is not 
made clear, but in correspondence with Mr Gosling, 
Mr Tolley wrote: “As you have confirmed that 
Seaton has no record of this, I enclose a file I made 


after discovery of it just a few weeks ago. I already 
knew about Putzi's career, but his brief period at 
Seaton came as a great surprise - especially as I 
can just remember the Warner camp. 

“Hanfstaengl's stay in Seaton may only have 
been short, but in view of his history and early sta¬ 
tus within the Nazi hierarchy he must certainly be 
the most celebrated of the Seaton internees. 

“You may wish to exhibit this at the museum." 

According to Mr Tolley's file, Hanfstaengl was 
transported to Canada in June 1940 for safer deten¬ 
tion. 

In 1942 he was recruited by the US for propaganda 
work against Germany. 


He returned to Germany after the war, and died in 
Munich in 1975. 

Mr Gosling said: “We always thought Sebastian 
Haffner [a non-Jewish German writer who emi¬ 
grated to England in 1938] was the most high-pro¬ 
file internee. 

“A German television crew came to Seaton about 
20 years ago for a documentary about Haffner's 
life.

THE seventh annual Honiton Hippo is fast ap¬ 
proaching, with brave athletes preparing 
themselves for the onslaught of one of the 
hardest multi-terrain races in the area. 

The run takes place on Sunday, April 17th 
with its base at Honiton Primary School. 

The Hippo takes its name from the remains 
of a hippopotamus that was found when 
building the Honiton bypass in the 1960s. 

Hippos inhabited the area approximately 
100,000 years ago and their remains can be 
seen in the Albert Memorial Museum in Ex¬ 
eter and Allhallows Museum in Honiton High 
Street. 

The course is approximately 7.25 miles in 
distance.

“This scheme is a passport to 
Devon - it’s a much easier and 
cheaper way to explore the 
county by bus. 

“Tickets can be bought from 
the driver of any of the partici¬ 
pating services and they are then 
available to use at any time on 
the day of issue.” 

Initially, the Devon Day Bus 
will run for one season until the 
end of September. 

The bus companies taking part 


in the initiative are Axe Valley 
Mini Travel, Country Bus, Dart¬ 
line, Dartmouth Steam Railway 
and River Boat Company, Filers 
Travel, Hatch Green Coaches, 
Local Link, Plymouth City Bus, 
Stagecoach South West, Tally 
Ho, Target Travel, and Turners 
Tours. 

The Devon Day Bus ticket 
costs £8.50 for adults, £5.70 for 
children (age 5 to 15 inclusive) 
and £17 for a family (maximum 
two adults and three children).

This was followed by an 18- 
month stint with a news 
agency in Guildford, supplying 
national newspapers with sto¬ 
ries such as the Guildford 
bombing in 1974 when five 
people died and more than 60 
were injured after the IRA 
bombed two pubs in Guildford. 

His next move was to the 
Evening Post in Hemel Hemp¬ 
stead. 

When the paper closed down 
in 1983, Colin, with his wife 
Diana and their two daughters, 


moved to East Devon, where he 
worked for Pulman's Weekly 
News. 

Colin then worked as a free¬ 
lance photographer for 15 
years, supplying pictures to 
several local papers including 
the Pulman’s View from series 
and a number of public rela¬ 
tions companies. His photos 
have also appeared in a number 
of books. 


Colin said: “As a way of 
thanking me for keeping 
the accounts for Kennaway 
House for two years, its 
trustees offered me the chance 
of holding this retrospective 
exhibition. 

“I received some very compli¬ 
mentary comments from visi¬ 
tors during the week, and it was 
good to have such a beautiful 
setting for my work.”

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Premier Inn roof change 

■ I REFER to the recent press report regarding the 
discussion at the March 21st Seaton Town Council 
Planning Committee, agenda item 16/0424. 

Although the minutes of that meeting are not yet vis¬ 
ible on the Seaton Town Council website, I assume the 
press report is accurate in that no caveat or objection 
has been made by the town council to the change of 
plan by Premier Inn from a pitched roof to a flat roof. 

I wish to strongly express my disappointment at the 
council’s reluctance to raise the issue of the change of 
roof. I think this was a poor decision for the following 
reasons: 

• The surrounding buildings in Harbour Road all have 
pitched roofs, therefore a hotel with a flat roof would 
be completely out of keeping in the area. 

• The Tesco roof is not a benchmark to use. it is not 
an hotel; the Tesco roof is in fact not flat, but contains 
many items of equipment which would not apply to a 
hotel; the Tesco roof could not be pitched due to this 
equipment. 

• The adjacent Pebble Beach development by Bo vis 
contains houses with pitched roofs, not flat roofs. 

• Seaton has a small number of large buildings with 
flat roofs, several of these along the Esplanade. These 
buildings are poor designs, some in urgent need of re¬ 
pair and renovation, and not a credit to Seaton. They 
are not fit benchmarks for a hotel. 

• The Knowle project in Sidmouth has recently made 
a positive decision for a pitched roof, rejecting the 
planning application for a flat roof. 

• Premier Inn were content with their original applica¬ 
tion for a pitched roof, and this was in keeping with 
other Premier Inns in nearby towns. There should be an 
advantage for Premier Inns to use their existing design 
criteria which has already been approved by Devon 
planning committees. There should therefore be no 
delay in processing an application for a pitched roof. 

The people of Seaton deserve the best hotel design 
and standard of construction, not second best just to 
make a desperate and hasty decision.

CHANGES to Inheritance Tax 

Changes to inheritance tax will mean family 
members may be able to inherit as much as £1 
million from 2020 without paying inheritance 
tax - so long as the estate goes to children or 
grandchildren. 

The current position 

Everyone is entitled to pass on £325,000 of 
wealth tax free, regardless of whether or not 
they own a property. This is known as the “nil 
rate band”. Any assets in an estate above this 
amount may incur an inheritance tax charge of 
up to 40%. 

Married couples and civil partners 

Married couples and civil partners passing es¬ 
tates to each other are entitled to claim on sec¬ 
ond death the unused nil rate band. This could 
on the death of the surviving spouse provide an 
allowance of up to £650,000 before tax is 
payable. 

What is changing? 

The government has announced that from 6 
April 2017, an additional nil rate band of 
£100,000 will be available when a residence is 
passed on death to direct descendants (RNRB). 
This increases to £175,000 from 2020, or 
£350,000 in case of an unused RNRB on sec¬ 
ond death.
